THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  PAYN3  SINGSRS 


PREAMBLE — We  the  members  of  the  Payne  Singers  of  Payne  Theological 
Seminary,  Wllberforce,  Ohio  in  order  to  form  a  rnore  efficient  musi- 
cal organization,  propagate  the  ideals  of  our  Seminary,  and  help  ex- 
tend the  kingdom  of  God  amonff  men  do  establish  this  constitution  for 
the  Payne  Singers. 

ARTICLE  I—  Name    of  the  organization.  The  name  of  the  organization 
shall  be  known  as  the  "Payr^e  Singers". 

ARTICLE  II—  Officers.  The  officers  of  the  org^^^nlzation  shall  be: 
President,  Vice-President,   Secretary,  Business  Manager,  Treasurer, 
and  Librarian, 

ARTICLE  III--  Election  of  Officers —  Vacancies —  Dismissals. 

Section  1.  Officers  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Singers  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  quarter. 
Section  2.  All  Officers  shall  hold  office  until  successors  are 
elected. 

Section  3.  All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  permanently  by  a  gen- 
eral election  of  tho  body,  voting  by  secret  ballot  or  s'tanding. 
(See  section  6  of  same  Article). 

Section  4.  Election  of  officers  to  fill  vacancies  shall  take 
place  on  the  first  meeting  of  the  singers  after  the  vacancy  or 
vacancies  have  occured.    (See  Sec.  6  of  same  Art.) 
Section  5.  A  plurality  vote  shall  bo  necessary  for  election. 
(Sec  Section  6  of  same  Article) 

Section  6.   In  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies  the  President  shall 
appoint  a  tempor^.ry  successor  or  successors  to  fill  the  vacancy 
or  vacancies  until  an  election  can  be  held,  or  in  case  the  pres- 
idency Is  vacant  the  Vice-president  will  make  such  an  appoint- 
ment. 

ARTICLE  IV —  Qualification  for  officers.   Candidates  for  election 
must  have  been  a  member  of  the  Singers  in  good  standing  for  at  least 
one  (1)  year. 

ARTICLE  V — Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  appotint 
necessary  comn^lttics,  advise  all  members  and  officers  on  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  group,   and  cooperate 
withthe  Dean  of  the  Seminary  and  director  or  directress  of  the 
Singers  in  all  matters  relative  to  the  work  of  the  group. 
Section  2,  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  th  o 
President  in  his  absence,   secure  adequate  means  of  transportat- 
ion for  the  group  on  each  engagement  and  upon  arrival  at  the 
designated  place  sec  that  the  stage,   etc.,   are  in  readiness  fo.^ 
the  concert,   and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  business  committee. 
Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  record  the  minutes  of  the  group, 
read  the  same  at  the  request  of  the  presiding  officer,  work  in 
conjunction  with  the  business  manager  in  matters  pertaining  to 
correspondence  and  maintain  one  (1)  copy  of  the  treasurer's 
report.

Section  6.  The  Librarian  shall  be  responsible  for  the  v:>^c ner- 
vation of  all  ^roup  '-^usic  and  past  recorda  and  have  prcsur-.t 
all  ^usio  deslicd  bj/  the  director  or  directress  at  all  rehcaj^- 
sals,  concerts,  c  tc .
